It has come out that Russia has 
been bleeding these satellite coun- 
tries white, taking the products of 
their farms and factories and ship- 
ping them inland to her own people, 
in the guise of war reparations, or 
occupation costs. The people were 
on the verge of starvation and they 
wanted to run their own affairs. 

The world will long remember the 
brutality with which Russia inter- 
vened. The trouble ig not over yet. 
But how can Russia appear on the 
floor of the United Nations and up- 
hold her pleas for the oppressed 
“colonials” of Britain and the U.S. 
in the face of her own record? 

On the other hand, it has been 
revealed that Russia had stores of 
armg in Egypt to the value of half 
a billion dollars, ready for her own 
“volunteers” to use when the Egypt- 
Israeli crisis blew up. The Israeli 
armies captured more than fifty 
million dollars worth of these muni- 
tions from the defeated Egyptian 
armies in the Sinai Peninsula. 

Britain has warned that the same 
condition may be building up in 
Syria. The plan was to exterminate 
the Israeli kingdom and restore the 
lands to the Arabs. This would give 
Russia the opportunity to intervene 
militarily and she would take over 
control and administration of the 
Middle East ... including the Suez 
| Canal. 


It was known that Israel is a pro- 
tege of the United States and the 
gamble was that the move would be 

jmade quickly enough to fool the 
slow-witted Yankees, who were in- 
volved in a presidential election and 
that their people would be passive 
towards any military action that 
would give prestige to Britain and 
France in their Suez Canal dispute. 

If this plan of perfidy had gone 
through, which it might have done 
had not Britain and France acted 
independantly, the United States 
would have been facing a similar si- 
tuation in connection with the Pan- 
ama Canal within the next six or 
eight months. 

It is high time that some of the 
United States administrators woke 
up. It could be that they are merely 
Simulating sleep, but one would not 
think so after hearing Senator 
Knowland of California threatening 
sanctions against Britain and France 
for their actions in the Middle East. 

There were a few reactions in 
Canada, some even suggested seces- 
sion from the Commonwealth; but 
surprising enough these suggestions 
did not come Quebec. Most Cana- 
dians had sufficient faith in the 
British government to wait and see 
before passing judgment. 

It would appear that this faith was 
justified. 

' Just what Egypt hoped to gain by 

blocking the Suez Canal is beyond 
our comprehension. It is to Egypt's 
peculiar advantage that traffic 
should run smoothly through this 
canal, even though it is necessary 
for the United Nations to set up a 
governing body to administer the af- 
fairs of the canal. 

As it stands. Egypt could not even 
finance the restoration of the canal, 
so why pay too much attention to 
her sovereign rights?

“Your Machine Man”

You cannot tell by looking at a 
sample of grain whether it will make 


—.| g00d Seed. It may be a good sample 


and weigh up well, to all appearance 
satisfactory, but you do not know 
the germination. 

The winter months are the best 
time to clean your grain in prepar- 
ing your seed supply. The grain 
should be well cleaned, all light ker- 
nels and all weed seeds, as well as 
other grains removed. This clean- 
ing may be done by commercial 
cleaners, by portable machines or 
small home fanning mills. However 
it is done, it costs both money and 
time, and before this is spent have a 
germination test made. 

Tests may be made on germina- 
tion at home, there are various 
methods which can be followed to 
get satisfactory results. The test 
may be made by planting a number 
of seeds in a pot or box and grown 
in the house. Moist paper towels 
can be placed between two plates 
and a number of seeds placed in the 
paper, kept in the house these will 
germinate and give you a count. 

Elevator companies have germina- 
tion pads which can be used, the 
agents may also send your sample 
away for a test. In all Cases as well 
as germinating it should be observed 
if germination is uniform and strong 
as field conditions are not always too 
perfect in the spring. 

Experienced technicians will test 
your seed and wil] determine the 
germination and strength of same 
for you at the Plant Products Divi- 
sion. This gives you an official test; 
the cost is only 75c a sample, the 
address is Immigration Building, 
Calgary. 

In any case have a test made of 
your seed for germination before 
| Cleaning, if germination is low ar- 
| range for purchase of good seed. The 
success or failure of your crop begins 
with the seed you sow. A good 
farmer knows that weak and weedy 
seed soon pollutes the land with 
weeds and lower yields result. ‘Now 
is the time to test the germination 
; and then clean and treat the seed. 
You will thus avoid last-minute 
cleaning or locating of seed in the 
spring. It is a good program to fol- 
low and will help to eliminate 
many hours of work in the spring 
and may save you quite a bit of 
money,

Comeback In Coal ? 


Are better days in sight for coal? 
Has the long decline in consumption 
run its course? The Financial Post 
says that recent statistics suggest a 
change is on the way. 

From the end of the war until 1954 
it records the Canadian coal market 
declined steadily and substantially 
major reasons were the switch from 
coal to oi] or gas heating and from 
Steam locomotives to diesels on the 


railroads, 


Then last year for the first time 
since the end of the war, substanti- 
ally more coal was imported than in 
the previous year. For the first 
e.ght months of the present year 
domestic output of coal was up al- 
most 6 per cent over the same period 
in 1955 and imports were up over 
20 per cent, 

“This new demand for coal,” says 
the Post, “doesn’t mean that the 
diesels and oi] and gas furnaces are 
going out of fashion but that coal 
is beginning to find compensating 
markets in steam power plants and 
other industrial uses. That should 
be good news for the coal mining 
areas of Nova Scotia, Alberta and 
British Columbia, which hitherto 
have not shared in Canada’s post- 
war boom.

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DEATH TO COYOTES: By the 
time you read this letter we will have 
processed three horses and prepared 
them with 1080 poison coyote bait. 
Horse meat is the best kind of meat 
for this purpose; coyotes seem to 
like it the best. 

This 1080 poison, a powder, is 
mixed with water and the solution is | 
injected into the horse meat while 
the meat is still warm. The poison 
is tasteless and odorless, and is very 
potent. A coyote requires only about 
1, to ‘4 pound of the meat to give 
him a fatal does. It is seldom that 
We find dead coyotes right at the 
bait location. It seems that when 
the coyote discovers that he is in 
trouble he will try and get as far 
away as possible before he dies. 

This is all to the good as far as 
we are concerned, since a number of 
dead coyotes around a bait would 
cerve to warn other coyotes that 
danger is present. This 1080 poison 
is more or less selective to the canine 
population; that is for wolves, foxes, 
coyotes, cougars and dogs. 

We are permitted to set out these 
baits only if they are at least one 
mile removed from the nearest habi- 
tation. We intend to bait up the 
country east of the main highway, 
as well as the west country. Most of 
the sites have already been selected 
and approved. 

The meat will go out after it has 
had time to be frozen and we expect 
that the Weather will be cold enough 
to keep it pretty well frozen. If you 
have dogs that are valuable to you, 
be sure that you keep them away 
from these 1080 bait stations.
